MOUNTED POLICE AS MINERS 


Ex-Constable Gowler Strikes It Rich— 
Some Nor’'Westers Who Have 
Made Their Pile. 


A special from Seattle gives the re- 
sult of an interview with W. R. Gow- 
ler, late of the North West Mounted 
Police, who brought back with hima 
fair sized sack of gold dust and who 
struck it rich on the Clondike, Gow- 
ler went into the Yukon asa member 
of the Canadian Mounted Police force 
in 1805. Shortly after the strike on 
the Clondike he secured claim No 58 on 
Bonanza Creek, and an interest in 
claim No 34, on El Dorado creek, 
These claims will undoubtedly make 
him wealthy, as they are showing up 
rich and will be worked extensively 
next spring.

Police have also done well, L. Jenkins 
took ont $15,000 last winter f

Gowler warns people to stay 
away from Yukon this winter, as the 
food supply is poor and says there 
will be terrible vrivations there this 
season and undoubtediy cases of 
actual starvation, Eoough supplies 
for the people already at Dawson City 
cannot possibly be taken there for 
this winter, uring the latter part of 
last winter supplies ran so low that 
the Mounted Police force were placed 
on half rations, 

Wm. Ogilvie, the Dominion survey- 
or who for the past two years has 
been engaged in locating the bound- 
ary line, is now on his way out. In 
en interview given at St, Michael's he 
spoke very strongly about the wealth 
of the QOlondike, stating that he 
believed thet fully $10,000,000 would 
be taken out of the district the coming 
season, He intimates that Clondike, 
80 fer as located, would yield not less 
than $60,000,000 and says that the 
Yukon gold belt is already traceable 
fora distance of fully 600 miles. 

n interviews had fe Seattle with the 
returning miners each individual has 
very strongly warned people not to go 
to Yukon this year and predicts there 
will be starvation there Defore spring. 

There are now 5,000 to 6,000 people 
at Dawson City and supphes for half

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MORE CLONDIKE GOLD 


THE STEAMER PORTLAND RE- 
TURNS WITH ANOTHER LOT 


Over Half a Million Dollars Worth— 
—Ex-Mounted Policeman Gowler 
Brings Home a Bag Full—Ship- 
loads of it in the Clondike 


SEATTLE, August 30.—The steamer 
Portlandarrived this worning fourteen 
hours after she was sighted oif Cape 
Fiattery, She carried on board 13 
Clondike miners, each of whom 
brought only a small part of bis stake. 
Although repoits that the Portland 
brought a great treasure had been 
clreulated, the actual galue of gold 
dust on board was perhaps about 
$575,000, 

W.R. Gowler, of Popular Point, 
Manitoba, an ex-member of the North- 
West Mounted Police, was on board 
with a big sack of gold dust. He says 
many members of the Mounted Police 
made big amounts last winter. 


THREE THOUSAND PEOPLE 


Stuck at Skagway and the Clondike 
Trail Blockaded—Great Difficulties 
of Travelling—-Thousands of People 
Must Now Winter at Skagway. 


George Gouin, who left Calgary 
ashort time ago for Clondike, has 
written his partner, Mr. Bourchier, an 
interesting letter dated from Skagway, 
3 pee north of Juneau, on August 

Ith, 

** Of all the places I have yet seen, 
this takes the cake,” he writes, “There 
are 4,000 or 5,000 people here, and all 
looking for the almighty dollar, To 
give you anidea: We are anchored 
be the harbour about three-quarters 
of a mile from shore. It costs 
$2 for a small boat toad from he 
steamer to the beach and $2 for a 
small waggon load from there to a 
point above high tide, Teams are 
making from $100 to $125 a day and 
horses that would be worth $15 in 
Calgary are worth #200 here,” 

“You can buy outfits of grub and 
supplies here cheaper than at Victoria, 
People are discouraged and are selling 
for anything they can get. Thisis nut 
to be wondered at, for goods are 
strewn along the trail for five miies 
and men are cursing their luck for 
ever thinking avout Olondike. 

“The trail is blocked with people 
eager to get through the pass and 
they are paying from $1,000 to $3,000 
to get outfits across to where they can 
take small boats. At Bennett Lake 
small boats are selling at $100 and $200 
each, 

“It is too late to turn back home, so 
I intend to stay with it and get 
through to Dawson City if anybody 
does by Christmas, Tell the news- 
papers for God's sake to warn people 
not to try to come this way. There is 
freight enough to keep the present 
facilities going for the next three 
years. I honestly believe lots will be 
stuck here all winter and die trom 
exposure, There are no buildings—all 
| tents. I hear a saw mill is under con- 
struction near here, 

“The country is much the same iu 
appearance as at Banff—all mountains 
| and Jots of timber, The climate 
jin winter is hell, It is 


up, So iy can see what kind of a! 
jack-pot I have to face. 

“ All this may appear ex reted, 
but I assure you it is positive facts, 
My advice to all who are getting three 
meals a day is to stay with it and leave 
Clondike alone—at least by this route.”

GOVERNMENT SPECIALISTS TO 
GO VIA PEACE RIVER 


And the Overland All-Canadian Route 
to Clondike—Will Accompany the 
Police and the Edmonton Party. 


Frank D, Lafferty, son of our towns- 
man Dr, Lafferty, and H. 8, Tobin, of 
Ottawa, graduates of the Royal Mili- 
tary College, arrived in Calgary on 
Wednesday, They have been sent by 
the Government as specialists to ac- 
company the party of Mounted Police 
and the exploring party to be sent by 
the business men of Edmonton.

It is true we have been informed by 
the®department of the Interior, “That 
so far as the vacant lands of Southern 
Alberta are concerned—the title to 
which 1s vested in the Government— 

ht to graze stock of 
“any kind upon these lands without 
the consent of the Minister of the In- 
terior being first obtained, and any in- 
fraction of this rule renders the stock 
liable to seizure and forfeiture.” So 
, but it is well known that 
within this right—which pertains to 
the Govermment alone -— nor those 
rights given under the herd ordinance, 
are worth one straw to the small 
settlers, 

A band of wild range cattle can 
neither be seized nor impounded, but 
by a number ot well mounted horse- 
men, and small settlers are seldom 
equipped for such undertakings.

SOUND TRANSMITTED ALONG AN 
INTANGIBLE WIRE. 


The Remarkable Invention of a Deticate 
Instrument Which Transmits Speech 
Through a Sunbeam—May Enable Us 
to Hear the Music of the Spheres, 


Imagine making one's voice heard on 
another planet! ‘To hear the actual words 
and tones of beings—if they exist and 
have speech and reason—who are separ- 
ated from us b 
empty spacc! There is nothing, prob- 
ably, which to the ordinary mon woald 
seem more hopelessly impossible than 
this, To those who have some know: 
ledge of science the dificalty would seem 
even more insuperable. Sound is the 
vibration of air; in a vacuum silence 
reigns forever, I¢ lifted above the at- 
tavsphere, the wildest clangor of bells 
would be stitled, the heaviest connon 
would hurl its bolt without a whisper. 

How, then, is it conceivable thai any 
sound should ever be carried through the 
interstellar void? 

How signals might be transmitted to 
the eye—from Mars, for example, if 
creatures of sufficient intelligence dwell 
there—is easily understood. But sound— 
that is quite another matter, 

Yet science has svulved the problem, 
This does not mean that apparatas of 
sufficient power und sensitiveneas have 
actually been constructed; the difficulties 
ir. the way of an experiment on a senle 
of such magnitude are too formidable, 
and the cost would be ruinous, 

But the means have been found; the 
impossibility has vanished; the remaind- 
er of the problem is mere mechanical Je 
tail. Just as the telescope may concely- 
ably be perfected until we can see the, 
minutest objects and look the Martian, 
if he is there, in the face, so, by the 
perfecting of this new sort of telescope, 
we mey hear his words if he has the 
gift of speech.

what science may do by unexpected me- 
thods. 

Photophone is a more exact name for 
an instrument which carries words on 
the wings of light, and so it has been 
christened by its inventor, Professor 
Alexander Graham Bell, who, it is re- 
ported, is now busily engaged in perf sct- 
ing it. 

His suceess in this bold attempt to 
eubstitute a bundle of light rays for the 
electric current and the telephone wive 
depended upon a peculiar property pos- 
sessed in any appreciable degree only by 
the metal selenium, upon the electrical 
properties of which light has a marked 
influence. It was found that when this 
metal, which in many of its chemical and 
physical properties resembles sulphur 
find tellurium, is subjected for some 
time to a heat of 109 degrees and then 
slowly cooled it assumes 1 crystalline 
structure the electrical qualities of which 
vary remarkably with the intensity of 
the light to which it is exposed, 

Thns a given apecimen, the resistance 
of which in the dark was 1200 ohms, 
when exposed to diffused daylight show- 
ec a resrstance of only 600 ohms. 

Now when one talks throvsh an or- 
dinary telephone transmitter his voice 
causes a thin sheet iron diaphragm to 
vibrate back and forth, and this vibra- 
tion causes a corresponding varia- 
tion in pressure upon a piece of carbon 
which forms part of an electric circuit. 
Thus the conduetivity of the circuit is 
varied, and what is called an undulating 
current resulta, the variations in strength 
corresponding exactly to the comprer 
sions and rarefactions of the air pro 
duced by the sound waves. 

At the other end of the line this vary- 
ing current of electricity is made to pass 
through the coil of an electric magnet, 
causing its ni to vary in like 
manner; and this, setting in vibration 
a second diaphragm in exact synchron- 
fam with that in the transmitter, gives 
rise to air waves precisely like those 
produced by the speaker. 

Thus, although the sound itself is not 
tranemitted over the line, as it is throngh 
a enonking tube, we have at the further 
end an exact reproduction of the original 
sound waves, 

It is chear that nny other method of 
varying an eloctrieal current in corre- 
epondence with sound waves would an- 
swer the saine purpose. It was only 
necessary to find a proper medium; and 
in view of the peculiar property of 
selenium already explained, it oceurred 
to Professor Tell that if he included a 
plece of this metal in an electric ¢ rit, 
and could discover a way of varying the 
intensity of the light that fell upon it, 
he conld renreduce a series of sound 
waves which in every particular wonld 
echo there at the other end of the line 
which gave rise to the variation, Me- 
periment proved his theory correct: he 
sncceeied, literally, in talking along a 
rav of Night.

light upon the warth could be set up in 
Mars, and a parabolic receiver of ade.

It is doubtless an astounding project—

The Peace river country is reached 
most easily from Edmonton, which is 
833 miles from Vancouver and about 
the same distance from Winnipeg, be- 
ing 101 miles north of Uaigary on the 
Canadian Pacitic railroad, Fort Chip- 
pewyan, on Athabasca lake, at the 
mouth of Peace siver, is reached by 
taking a stage from Kdmonton to 
Athabasca Landing, ninety miles, and 
thence down Athabasca river and lake 
by boat. Chippewyan is 465 miles 
from Edmonton, Steam boats go up 
the Peace river for a dongideratie dis- 
tance. A number of its tributaries, in- 
cluding the Loon and Deer rivers, are 
as rich as the main stream. 

The Peace river rises in the eastern 
slopes of the Rocky mountains, a little 
north of the centre of British Colum- 
bia. In the northern continuation of 
the same mountains rise the Clondike, 
Pelly, Stewart and other gold bearing 
tributaries of the Yukon, There is 
this difference, the Peace river rises 
on the eastern slope of the mountains 
while the Yukon’s tributaries rise on 
the west side. Along Peace river on 
the north are the Reindeer or Caribou 
mountains, which have been found 
this summer co be rich in gold bearing 
quartz, 

Mr. Kitchen found that other miners 
had recently arrived at Vancouver, 
bringing large amounts of gold from 
Peace river, He is accordingly 
arranging to organize a company 
which will put steamers on the Atha- 
basca river and lake, and on Peace 
river next spring, and evtablish at least: 
three trading posts. He will go to

JOHN COOK’S DEATH 

The Superior Leader has ihe follow- 
ing particulars regarding the death of 
Jobn Cook, of Innisfail, Alberta: 

“Last evening, at 5.50 as a train on 
the N. P. road was moving out of the 
city near Twenty-First street, a young 
man by the name of John Cook at- 
tempted to board the train and fell 
under the wheels, His left leg was 
cumelotely cut off and his right 
nearly severed from the body, His 
right arm was also nearly severed and 
an ugly wound made in the sealp. 
Dr, Saunders was passing the crossing 
at the time and immediately repaired 
to the place of the accident. With 
the assistance of the train men, the 
doctor carried the wounded man to 
the W.C.T.U. hospital, where he died 
three hours after the accident oceur- 
red. The young man did not lose con 
sciousness until a short time betore 
his death, and stated to Dr, Saunders 
that his name was John Cook, 16 years 
of age, and that he had lately arrived 
in the city from Buffalo.

THE GOVERNMENT FACE

The Sitvation is Getting Wors:-—Tribes

never seen heretofore. 4s is well 
known, these imported domesticated 
animals wander where they like over 
the best pastures of Alberta, so soon as 
the branding iron is struck on their 
ribs, ‘* Let them go,” says the owner, 
knowing they are sure to be found 
pretty near the abodes of men, where 
Food, water and shelter is generally to 
be found. 


It will readily be observed that these 


animals (dogies)are exclusively steers, 
In Alberta they now number a good 
many thousands and generally belong 
to parties whose homes are not exact- 
ly beside their property. The natural 
inference to be drawn from this fact— 
all steers—is that steers can be more 
expeditiously disposed of than cows 
and calves, or young females, should 
occasion arise from an outbreak of 
disease or from any cause—owners 
thus getting cut and off, 
It may be asked is there not some 
inconsistency in this importation of 
young cattle into Alberta? Is it not 
the fact that the spaying of young 
female cattle has been, ‘and is now, in 
practice on Alberta ranches? that is 
removing the ovaries by a surgical 
operation, thus rendering the animal 
permanently barren, It is not too 
much to ask the Government. to step 
in and stop both these proceedings, as 
if there is a deficiency of cattle in 
Alberta, why interfere with the nat- 
ural process of erype by apaying 
youug females, and if additional cattle 
ure not required, then why let the 
importation of inferior cattle with all 
the risks of disease that attaches to 
such a course, In any case let every 
opportunity be taken advantage of 
for improving Alberta bred cattle, It 
is well known that in many parts of 
Alberta the prairie pastures have 
during the last two or three seasons 
been actually overeaten, and in conse- 
quence of this, several large herds of 
cattle have this season been remov 
long distances to near and better 
pastures, This is all very well so long 
as such arrangements are carried out, 
with the full knowledge and approval 
of the Government, and the interests 
and property of bona fide settlers fully 
protected, But it is believed, and not 
without some reason, that the whole 
system and principies, in which the 
the entire prairie lands of the Terri- 
tories, so far as these are still Govern- 
ment property, calls for full and 
renewed enquiry, with the view to 
fresh and fairer adjustment than has 
hitherto existed in connection there- 
with. Why, is it not the fact that 
Government lands are thrown open to 
and are occupied by speculating com- 
panies and capitalists who do not own 
or do not lease or rent the veriest 
fractional part of what they have 
thousands of stock grazing upon, 
may be told that the practice I complain 
of affects no one adversely except the 
Government, but it is tar otherwise. 
These tens of thousands of the best and 
heaviest stock in the Territories roam 
at will, and will mvariably be found 
grazing on the very choicest pastures, 
and no matter to whom these pastures 
belong, so long as they are unfenced 
thevare regarded as common property. 
And that is not all, for grain and 
growing crops of every description are 
exposed to the same violent abuse— 
sometimes utter destruction, As an 
individual I have suffered repeatedly 
in this way. On one occasion, as 
morning dawned, I found one hundred 
and seventy head of cattle and thirty- 
two borges in my grain crop. One can 
only tmagine the amount of damage 
done, but had it been possible to turn 
these animals out quickly the damage 
would not have been so serious, butitis | 
well known that a man on foot dare 
not approach wild range animals. The 
man might not be in any danger, but 
at sight of him the animals get wildly 
excited, and will rush through fences 
or against anything standing in their;
